THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1968  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1 /69  Wales  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

My  report  deals  with  statistics  and  the  social  conditions  of  the 
district,  the  general  provision  of  health  services  for  the  district,  prev- 
alence of  and  control  over  infectious  diseases,  tuberculosis,  venereal 
diseases,  housing  inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  atmospheric 
pollution,  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  (water  supply,  drainage 
and  sewerage,  public  cleansing,  sanitary  inspection,  domestic  pests 
and  rodent  control  and  the  anti-litter  campaign)  and  the  work  of  the 
public  health  inspectors. 


STATISTICS 

Population 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  is  given  by 
the  Office  of  the  Registrar  General  as  28,030. 


BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES. 

The  number  of  live  births  notified  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  536.  Of  the  536  births,  23  were  illegitimate  or  4.29%  of 
the  total  live  births.  In  1967,  4.68%  of  the  total  live  births  were 
illegitimate. 

There  were  338  deaths  in  the  District,  178  males  and  160 
females. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  (deaths  under  1 year)  in  the 
district  was  8,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  15  per  1,000  live 
births.  There  were  5 stillbirths  and  4 deaths  of  infants  under  1 week. 
The  perinatal  mortality  was  17  per  1,000  total  births. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever,  Dysentery,  Measles  and  Food  Poisoning 

1 case  of  scarlet  fever  was  notified  during  the  year  and  3 cases 
of  whooping  cough.  One  case  of  whooping  cough  was  admitted  to 
hospital.  29  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  and  one  case  was  ad- 
mitted to  hospital.  55  cases  of  measles,  5 cases  of  acute  pneumonia 
and  2 cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified.  Of  the  4 cases  of  hepatitis 
notified  2 were  treated  in  hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  new  notifications  of 
tubercolosis  was  2 they  were  both  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

VENERAL  DISEASE 

There  were  46  new  cases  of  veneral  disease  in  the  district 
in  1968,  5 cases  of  gonorrhoea  and  41  cases  belonging  to  a number  of 
conditions  which  venerealogists  group  together  as  “other  venereal 
conditions”. 


SMALLPOX 

During  1968,  121  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried 
out  in  the  district.  Of  this  total,  66  (47  primary  and  19  re-vaccinations) 
were  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  54  primary  and  1 re- 
vaccination was  carried  out  in  the  clinics  in  our  district  during  the 
year.  There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  district  in  1968. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

During  1968  a total  of  708  anti-poliomyelitis  doses  were  given 
to  members  of  the  public  in  our  district.  Of  this  total,  194  (127 
primary  and  67  booster  doses)  were  given  by  General  Practitioners 
and  260  primary  and  254  booster  doses  were  administered  at  clinics. 
There  were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  district  during 
the  year. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

There  were  338  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  District  in  1968. 
185  deaths  or  54.73%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  disease  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels. 

51  deaths  or  15.08%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  malignant  disease, 
9 of  which  were  of  malignancy  of  lung  and  bronchus.  ' : J 

Bronchitis  and  Emphysema  claimed  16  lives  and  other  diseases 
of  the  respiratory  system  including  tuberculosis  22  lives. 
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NOISE  — the  new  atmospheric  irritant 


The  1952  London  smog  caused  4,000  deaths  in  4 days,  the 
1962  London  smog  only  750,  a tribute  to  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 
which  is  responsible  for  the  reduction  of  smoke  in  the  air  over  London 
by  an  estimated  75%.  Sulphur  dioxide  pollution  of  the  air  which 
mostly  comes  from  domestic  chimneys,  small  factories  and  certain 
heating  systems  is  less  injurious  on  present  evidence,  to  normal  lungs 
at  any  rate,  than  smoke  and  the  same  applies  to  the  effect  of  carbon 
monoxide,  itself  a poisonous  gas,  emitted  in  exhaust  fumes  from  the 
motor  car.  But  these  emissions  as  well  as  grit  and  dust,  including 
cement  dust,  are  well  known. 


A comparatively  recent  pollutant  of  the  atmosphere  is  the  new 
intruder,  noise.  In  so  far  as  it  may  affect  people  and  their  legitimate 
expectations  of  comfortable  living,  without  upset  or  disturbance  to 
their  physical  and  mental  well-being,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
noise  creates  a modern  problem  in  preventive  and  community  medicine 
just  as  much  as  the  provision  of  wholesome  water  supplies,  uncont- 
aminated food  and  sewage  disposal  by  mains  drainage. 


To  understand  the  effects  of  noise  is  to  have  knowledge  of  the 
physics  of  sound  and  the  mechanism  of  hearing  in  man.  Mental 
upset  and  physical  illness  as  a result  may  be  vague  and  variable, 
or  even  non-existent  in  most  people  subjected  to  noise.  However, 
interference  with  the  basic  essential  of  natural  and  un-disturbed  sleep, 
with  peace  of  mind,  with  conversation  and  trains  of  thought,  not  to 
mention  the  physical  damage  on  the  ears  in  some  cases,  or  just  plain 
annoyance  from  noise,  can,  and  does,  prejudice  health. 


Undoubtedly,  there  is  variable  susceptibility  to  discomfort 
or  annoyance  from  noise.  Noise  meter-readings,  per  se,  are  meaning- 
less; only  the  effects  of  the  noise  on  people,  their  health  and  enjoyment 
of  healthful  living,  evaluated  with  knowledge  of  human  values  are 
of  any  account.  Therefore,  the  unenviable  task  of  assessing  the 
effects  of  noise  on  people  is  clearly  a medical  matter. 

Noise,  as  a new  pollutant  of  the  atmosphere,  can  be  expected 
to  increase.  There  already  exists,  in  my  opinion,  a case  for  an 
Inspectorate  of  Noise,  akin  to  the  Alkali  Inspectorate,  to  deal  with 
environmental  noise.  Such  an  inspectorate,  with  its  purpose 
trained  staff,  specialized  equipment  and  an  independantly  minded 
appraisal  of  the  responsibilities  of  industry  would  surely  be  a desirable 
advance  over  the  present  position  which  places  much  of  the  respons- 
ibility for  action  against  mammoth  industry  on  a district  authority. 
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Area  planners,  constructional  engineers,  acoustic  consultants, 
transport  (including  aircraft)  technologists  - all  have  an  important 
role  in  noise  abatement.  Comprehensive  new  regulations  and  the 
courage  to  enforce  regulations  is  the  sine  qua  non  in  the  campaign 
against  noise. 

Annoyance  to  people  from  noise  is  not  so  much  to  be  gauged 
by  dogmatic  decibel  readings  or  other  jargon  in  common  use  in 
accoustics  but  rather  it  is  an  expression  of  the  emotions  produced  in 
them  by  noise.  Every  reader  knows  how  intolerable  a noise  of  low 
intensity  like  a dripping  tap  can  be  and  the  immediate  reaction  it 
produces  to  turn  the  tap  off. 

Industrial  noise  within  the  Council’s  area  has  affected  Sully 
residents  because  of  the  adjoining  B.P.  Chemicals  factory  complex 
and  the  Dow  Chemicals  Co.  During  the  year  under  review,  complaints 
from  residents  were  investigated  and  reported  to  the  Health  Committee. 
The  B.P.  Company  itself  keeps  records  of  complaints  made  to  them. 
As  the  activities  of  the  factories  have  increased  and  new  processes 
have  been  introduced,  fresh  sources  of  noise  have  been  brought  into 
the  District,  leading  in  turn  to  further  complaints.  However,  B.P. 
Chemicals  have  cooperated  with  the  Council  and  have  spent  fairly 
large  sums  of  money  for  suppression  of  noise  from  their  factories. 
And  the  Council  have  accepted  the  Company’s  efforts  as  being  in 
the  right  direction  and  indicative  of  their  good  faith. 

Methodical  records  of  noise  levels  kept  by  the  B.P.  Company 
with  the  use  of  their  own  noise  meters,  have  been  regularly  supplied 
and,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  position  was  improved,  by  the  Company’s 
own  efforts. 

When  considering  tolerable  limits  of  noise  for  residents  in 
urban  or  rural  communities.  Members  will  be  interested  to  learn 
that  a Greater  London  Council  survey  of  noise  levels  taken  over 
periods  of  24  hours  at  540  locations  in  London  showed  that  the  traffic 
noise  level  in  London  during  the  rush  hour,  which  is  bad  enough, 
reaches  only  79  decibels,  a fact  which  has  been  confirmed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Society. 

Unfortunately,  episodes  of  increased  noise  emanations  from 
factories  are  bound  to  occur  occasionally  but  I personally  see  no 
reason  for  intolerance  or  dogmatism  against  anyone  genuinely  affected 
by  noise.

Birth  Rate 

Of  the  536  births  notified  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  85  took 
place  within  the  district.  In  1967,  the  number  of  births  that  took 
place  in  hospital  were  5 times  those  at  home.  In  1968,  the  number 
of  births  in  hospital  were  six  times  those  at  home. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  was  15  per 
1,000  live  births;  for  rural  districts  it  was  17  and  for  the  Administrative 
County  the  rate  was  21.  , , 

Peri- Natal  Mortality. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (i.e.  stillbirths  and  deaths  under 
1 week)  was  17  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  25  for  rural  districts 
and  30  for  the  Administrative  County.

During  1968,  we  received  a total  of  103  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases.  3 cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  and  one  case  was 
admitted  to  Lansdowne  Hospital.  29  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified 
and  one  case  was  admitted  to  Lansdowne  Hospital.  Of  the  4 cases 
of  hepatitis  received,  2 cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  55  cases  of 
measles,  5 cases  of  acute  pneumonia,  2 cases  of  food  poisoning  and 
one  case  of  scarlet  fever  were  also  notified. 


Tuberculosis 


During  the  year,  4 names  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Register;  they  were  all  respiratory  tuberculosis.  Two  cases  originated 
in  the  Council’s  districts  and  2 cases  were  transferred  to  this  area. 


We  were  informed  that  8 names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Tuberculosis  Register,  5 because  they  had  recovered,  1 person  had 
moved  out  of  the  area  and  2 deaths  from  tuberculosis  had  occurred 
during  the  year. 


A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department 
and  Chest  Physicians,  and  the  Staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  all  matters  relating  to  tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  drinking,  domestic  and  industrial  purposes  in  the 
Council’s  district  is  provided  by  three  water  undertakings,  namely 
Cardiff  Corporation  Waterworks,  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  and 
Taf  Fechan  Water  Board.  At  the  beginning  of  December,  the  Rudry 
Spring  raw  water  was  replaced  by  Taf  Fechan  water.  The  water 
supplied  by  all  three  water  undertakings  is  wholesome  and  of  a good 
standard  purity. 


Samples  are  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination 
at  various  points  throughout  the  district  and  the  report  on  each  sample 
is  submitted  every  quarter  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council. 
685  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  of  these  635  were  satis- 
factory and  50  were  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  soon  followed  up  by  further  samples,  investigation  and  increased 
chlorination  where  necessary. 


The  Water  Engineer  for  Cardiff  Corporation  informs  me  that 
there  have  been  187  new  connections  to  mains  water  supply  in  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  during  1968. 


A table  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  circular  appears  on 
page  27a  giving  particulars  of  dwellings  in  each  parish  provided  with  a 
public  mains  supply  of  water  and  those  dependent  on  wells  or  springs 
etc.  It  will  be  noted  that  very  few  dwellings  still  have  to  depend  on 
wells  or  springs  for  their  water  supply.

The  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  area  covering  the  above 
licensed  sites  is  expected  to  carry  out  at  least  one  routine  inspection 
of  the  sites  per  month.  Conditions  on  the  licensed  sites  have  maintained 
a high  standard  throughout  the  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  one  private  swimming  pool  in  the  area  and  this  is 
located  at  Lavernock  Point  Holiday  Site.  During  the  summer  months 
regular  samples  are  taken  to  check  the  chemical  characteristics  and 
bacteriological  standard  of  the  water.  Samples  taken  during  the  year 
indicate  that  the  water  is  satisfactory. 


SUMMER  CAMPING 

There  is  one  site  in  the  Council’s  District  where  people  who 
spend  their  holidays  in  tents  are  permitted  to  stay  for  short  periods. 
The  site  is  well  supervised,  has  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and  is 
provided  with  closet  accommodation.  Refuse  bins  are  provided  and 
the  site  is  generally  well  maintained.  This  is  not  a licensed  site. 
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FOODS  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
Food  Hygene  (General)  Regulations  1960 

During  1968,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of  166 
routine  visits  to  all  types  of  food  premises  in  the  Council’s  District. 
The  visits  revealed  58  instances  where  the  occupiers  of  premises  did 
not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  served  27  notices  in  respect  of  con- 
traventions and  in  all  these  cases  the  contraventions  were  remedied 
by  informal  action. 

All  complaints  concerning  food  “not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality”  demanded  by  the  purchaser  were,  after  preliminary  enquiry, 
forwarded  to  the  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
for  investigation  and  any  action  considered  necessary.

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OFFICES  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

During  1968  routine  visits  were  carried  out  under  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  and  a total  of  131  visits  were 
made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.

MEAT  (STAINING  STERILISATION)  REGULATIONS  1960 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Council’s  District  where 
animals  are  slaughtered  for  sale  of  meat  to  the  public.  This  relieves 
our  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  a standard  statutory  duty. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

We  are  no  longer  a water  authority  therefore  schemes  are  not 
directly  carried  out  by  the  department  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
of  this  Council. 

The  only  sewerage  scheme  undertaken  during  the  year  was  the 
undertaking  of  remedial  works  to  the  sewer  at  Brendon  View,  Rhoose. 
There  were  no  privy  conversions. 
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ANTI-LITTER 


10  Parishes  out  of  a total  of  30  Parishes  are  not  provided  with 
litter  receptacles  as  they  have  not  yet  experienced  a litter  problem. 

In  St.  George’s  the  Council  supplies  one  container  and  the 
Parish  supplies  the  remainder.  In  Bonvilston  all  litter  containers 
are  supplied  by  the  Parish. 

Approximately  100  containers  are  positioned  at  locations  app- 
roved by  the  Health  Committee.  Any  requests  from  Members  of 
the  Council  or  Voluntary  Organisations  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
Committee.  Only  replacements  at  approved  sites  are  dealt  with 
without  prior  consent  from  the  Committee. 

Refuse  collection  is  not  a function  of  the  Health  Committee. 


PROVISION  OF  REFUSE  BINS 

The  Health  Department  provides  refuse  bins  to  householders 
on  request  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  schemes.  A private 
householder  may  rent  a refuse  bin  on  payment  of  7/6d.  per  annum 
whereas  a Council  tenant  pays  threepence  per  week  with  the  rent 
until  the  cost  of  the  bin  is  recovered,  which  takes  approximately  3 
years. 


DOMESTIC  PESTS 

Enquiries  from  people  troubled  by  infestation  by  insect  pests 
were  dealt  with  in  the  usual  manner,  namely  by  advice  from  the 
Inspectors.  Such  enquiries  related  to  difficulties  encountered  with 
ants,  cockroaches,  flies,  and  in  some  places  bed  bugs.  No  treatment 
for  the  destruction  of  insects  is  undertaken  by  the  department. 

Destruction  of  wasps’  nests  is  undertaken  by  the  Health 
Department.  The  Council’s  Rodent  Officer  undertakes  this  work 
at  the  rate  of  10/-.  per  wasp  nest  though  the  service  to  the  public 
is  free  of  charge. 

27  nests  were  destroyed  during  1968. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  requires  every 
local  authority  to  take  all  necesssary  steps  to  secure,  as  far  as  it  is 
practicable,  its  district  free  from  rat  and  mice  infestation. 
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Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge  but  owners  of  business 
premises  and  farms  are  asked  to  enter  into  a contract  with  the  Council 
in  order  that  regular  visits  and,  where  necessary,  treatment  of  their 
premises  can  be  carried  out.  The  annual  cost  to  farmers  and  to 
owners  of  business  premises  is  low  and  it  is  generally  felt  that,  where 
there  is  likely  to  be  infestation  from  rats  and  mice,  it  is  well  worthwhile 
handing  over  the  responsibility  of  rodent  control  to  the  District 
Council.
